relative, the army nurses and all other 
pensioners who may be- able to prove 
their claim under the present pension 
laws without regard to whether said 
soldier was enlisted in the Federal or 
Confederate service of the civil war 
of 1861-5, provided that those enlisted 
in the Confederate service shall not 
draw any back pensions prior to the 
passage of this bill, but their claim 
under existing laws shall begin and 
become operative with the passage of 
this bill."

"Washington, Dec. 21.—Annexation ot 


the Philippines has received its first 
airing in the house. 


Mr. Williams of Mississippi, a Dem- 


ocratic member of the foreign affairs 
committee, in an hour's speech, stated 
his opposition to a policy which would 
bring the islands under the sphere of 
United States influence. He contended 
that it would be hostile to the spirit 
of our institutions to assume control 
over 9,000,000 unwilling subjects, that 
annexation would cost us $140,000,000 
a year, that the annexation of the is- 
lands met none of the tests which 
applied to our past acquisition of ter- 
ritory and would be a mistake from a 
social, political and material stand- 
point. 


The agricultural appropriation bill 


was passed without material amend- 
ment It carried $3,696,322, or $187,120 
more than the current law. 
Several 


resolutions from the river and harbor 
committee calling upon the secretary 
of war for estimates as to the cost 
of certain proposed river and harbor 
vrork were adopted. 


A Hay of Debate. 


"Washington, Dec. 21.—Senator Tel- 


ler occupied the first half of the ses- 
sion with a speech in advocacy of the 
theory- that there are no restrictions 
upon the right of the United States to 
expand its borders so as to include far 
distant territory. He went quite thor- 
oughly into the legal points bearing 
upon the question and also incidentally 
discussed at some length the form of 
government for the Filipinos, saying 
that he would encourage self-govern- 
- 
among t..e islanders and 'would 


give them the 'most liberal government 
whicn they were capable of conduct- 
ing, but that he would not take down 
the American flag where once planted.

given up to the Nicaragua canal bill. 
Senator Caffery was the only speaker 
on this subject and he opposed the 
Morgan bill.

Washington, Dec. 21.—Mr. Hawley of 


Texas introduced a bill to amend the 
act incorporating the Maritime Canal 
company. It provides that the secre- 
tary of the treasury shall by the first 
of July, 1899, subscribe for 
925000 


shares of capital stock. When this is 
done the offices held by directors of
